The following items are from the North China Daily News :— 

It is very rarely that the Peking Gazette mentions Yunnan. The 
number of the 27th April does quate a memorial from the Go- 
vernor ; but its tenor cannot be pleasant to the Imperial Govern- 
ment. The greater part of the province is in such a state of 
anarchy that the officials cannot remain at their posts, and his 
Excellency therefore cannot report on their official conduct. The 
treasuries are empty, the cities depopulated, and there are few 
taxes forthcoming. Why is not the great army that Li has in 
Chihli employed in re-conquering Yunnan ? 

The Gazette of the 25th April has an edict regarding the late 
grand secretary Jui-chang ; his character is highly spoken of, and 
theusual honours are conferredon him. He was a Mongol belonging 
to the Red Bordered Banner. Only two grand secretaries now 
remain, viz., Juilin, Viceroy of the two Kwang, and Chu Feng- 

ino; and the latter is so infirm that he recently petitioned the 
Throne to be allowed to retire from office. 

That of the 23rd and 24th April contain memorials from the 
Governor of Shantung, regarding the completion of the embank- 
ment of the new Yellow River in the neighbourhooft of Howchialin, 
which is evidently considered an event of great importance. It 
appears that the river, finding an outlet at Howchialin, a place 
situated in or near the Yun-cheng district in the south-west of 
Shangtung, had inundated a large tract of country in that direc- 
tion. The erection of embankments, &c., had therefore become 
necessary in order to save the flooded districts. This work, which 
has cost, we are told, “ many myriads of taels,” has been pushed 
forward with a rapidity of which the Chinese are seldom guilty. 
But speed in this case was absolutely necessary, as the flooded dis— 
trict must have been ruined if the water had not been drained 
off in time to sow thefcrops. In an edict issued on the 10th April, 
the Lieut.-Governor was lauded for the energy and ability he has 
displayed in carrying out the work, and over thirty other officials 
were decorated with titles, peacocks’ feathers, &c., while the man 
who really seems to have None the work, and to have saved Ts. 
80,000, gets a peacocks’ feather and Tls. 500 as a present. 

A meeting has been held to decide on a scheme for building a 
new theatre, and that proposed by the committee previously ap- 
pointed for this purpose was unanimously adopted ; Tls. 15,000 
to be raised in debentures among the community, bearing interest 
at the rate of 8 percent.; Tls.5,175 from Recreation Fund Share- 
holders, who are invited to exchange their scrip for Theatre de- 
bentures ; and a loan of Tls.1,500 from the Recreation Fund— 
making a total of Tls. 21,675, to meet an estimated outlay of 
Tis. 21,250. Messrs. Alabaster, J. T. Brand, Essex, Fearon, 
Forbes, Groom, Little, and Mowat are the committee. 

It appears that the Shanghai Hsien, in his proclamation re- 
garding the solar eclipse to take place on the 6th June, makes 
the following quotation from the Provincial Treasurer’s despatch : 
—“ At Soochow, the sun will be eclipsed 7 digits and 32 minutes. 
The eclipse will commence at 9.29 a.m., reach its height at 11.37, 
and terminate at 12.56.” This being the case, and the fact that 
all will, terminate happily being well known, what, it is per-

TH ATTACK OX MR, BABER. 


Some time ago we (Courier) noticed a report that Mr. E. 0. 
Baber, H.B.M.’s Acting Vice-Consul at Kiukiang, had been at- 
tacked and ill-treated ty the Chinese when travelling in the inte- 
rior. Mr. Baber passed a day or two in Shanghai before leaving 
to do Consular duty at Tamsui, and we have gathered the follow- 
ing particulars of the affair :— 

It may be remembered that six or eight months ago, in a letter 

ublished in our columns, a British missionary residing at Kiu- 
Fang, gave an account of a visit paid by him to Nanchang, the 
capital of the province of Kiangsi, and of the uncourteous, hostile, 
and violent treatment he, in spite of the Consular passport with 
which he was provided, experienced from the natives, official and 
non-official, by which he was forced to leave the city and seek safety 
ina retreat to Kiukiang. It now appears that, when an account of 
the affair reached his Excellency the British Minister at Peking, 
he sent instructions to Mr. Baber, in order to test the actual 
value of the Consular passport for the protection of a foreigner 
travelling in the interior, to proceed to Nanchang in the guise of a 
private foreign traveller, without anything to indicate his office, 
and carrying a Consular passport as his sole protection. In ac- 
cordance with these instructions, in due time Mr. Baber found 
himself in Nanchang. As soon as it was known that a foreigaer 
had come, a crowd collected on the banks of the canal, and ere 
long stones began to be thrown at Mr. Baber’s boat. Looking 
out, he saw several mandarins among the crowd queitly looking 
on, without attempting to check these hostile demonstrations. On 
this he had the courage to land and remonstrate with the officials ; 
but they excused themselves from interfering on the plea that the 
crowd was too strong for them to control. 

Finding no help or remedy in this quarter, Mr. Baber directed 
his steps to the Iaotai or Governor (we have not ascertained 
which). As he went, the crowd behind increased till it assumed 
alarming proportions, and Mr. Baber was several times indebted 
to the ult:ma ratio for his right of way. A petty military man- 
darin in particular—some corporal mounted on horseback—rode 
his horse so close up to the foreigner, pressing him against the 
wall, that he had to be served with a corporal ejectment. At 
length the Yamen of chief magistrate was reached, and on being 
ushered into his presence, Mr. Buber af once stated the case and 
produced his passport. H.E. looked at the printed English form 
on the one side, and said that this was a foreign document, which 
he could not understand, and of which he could, consequently 
take no notice. Mr. Baber, however, drew his attention to the 
Chinese version on the other side, on seeing which he at once 
assumed a different tone. We have not learned the details of -the 
interview, but the result was that he supplied Mr. Baber with a 
chair, and provided an escort of sixteen stout men armed with 
clubs to escort him to his boat. The crowd was waiting for him 
outside, and his progress to the boat was a severe running fight 
between his escort and the crowd. The chair coolies wisely chose 
the narrowest streets, so as to reduce the number of the assailants 
as much as possible. But notwithstanding this generalship, the 
escort had full employment with their clubs, and used them with 
@ will all the way. In the course of one of the scrimmages, Mr. 
Baber found the head of one of his assailants inside his chair, 
and detained it there for a few minutes to convey. a few salutary 
impressions for future guidance. 

t length the boat was reached, and Mr. Baber‘having fulfilled 
his mission, and settled by personal experience the yalue of a 
foreign passport in the interior of China, lost no time in getting 
under weigh for Kiukiang. 
A SCHOOL AT OHBFOO. 

It will be in the rocollection of most of our readers, says the

Judgment has been delivered by the Supreme Court at 
Shanghai, in the salvage claim against the Claro Babuyan. The 
Court decides that Mr. Bain’s services were rather of the nature

HONG KONG.

The following is from the Chida Mail :— 

The Canton Proclamation is so far a step in the right direction 
that it enjoins a respect for the Treaty, and the civil treatment 
of foreigners by the Chinese. It is unsatisfactory, inasmuch as it 
assumes & direct falsehood—that China in her foreign intercourse 
“has ever been actuated by justice.” It would, however, be un- 
gracious to refuse a recognition of the fact that its tone is far less 
arrogant than that of previous effusions of a similar nature, and 
we gladly admit the value of so promising a sigu of better times 
to come. We cannot, however, help inquiring whether the pro- 
clamation, which at a port accustomed for three hundred years to 
the presence of foreigners, and possessing a Consular body of 
much ability and dignity, would seem hardly necessary, has been 
posted at the inland cities, where it is most needed? We (very 
much doubtifit has. Anda little episode narrated by the Courier 
supplies @ reason for our doubt. The occurrence in question took 
place while copies of a proclamation similar in its terms to that 
nowghefore us was posted at the gate of Shanghai. ‘The zeal of 
our Canton Prefect was even eclipsed by that of his brother of 
the model settlement. The wrong-headedness and ill taste of 
wantonly annoying foreigners were being set forth in the most 
flowing and convincing language on the city gates, just at the 
very moment that one of Her Majesty’s Consular officers was being 
mobbed, stoned, and otherwise ill-treated in theinterior. Directe 
by Mr. Wade to test the value of a Consular passport, that gentle- 
man proceeded incognito to Nanchang, a city on the Poyang Lake, 
at no great distance from Kewkiang, a place regarding which 
complaints had already been made by a former traveller. The 
net result of Mr. Baber’s journey was, that the value of his pass- 
port, as regarded the subordinate officials, was nif. It did en- 
sure from the Taoutai a little civility, and an escort from the 

amun to his boat, but this only after he had refused to acknow- 
edge the passport, and Mr. Baber had called his attention to the 
Chinese written on the back. But Mr. Baber was able to speak 
Chinese; had he not possessed that accomplishment, we fear 
that his errand would have been cut summarily short. 

We learn that a supply of timber for the Pior and GQodown 
Company is being rapidly shipped from Manilla, and may ba 
expected here (not daily, as the Advertiser says, but towards the 
cal of next month), while satisfactory arrangements have been 
made for further supplies. 

Phe Spanish steamer Pasig, from Ilo Ilo and Cebu, brought to 
Manila the crew of the British ship Lorton, Captain Lowe, which 
foundered on the 3rd of April in the Pacific, having struck on a 
sunken rock not put down in the charts, situated in lat. 8 degrees 
24 N., long. 138 degrees 50 E. The crew took to the boats, and 
after forty days arrived at Cebu, all hands being saved. She was 
bound for Yokohama. 

The Sunda left Macao at 2.30 p.m. on the 27th, and the Deccan 
left Shanghai at 5 a.m. on the 29th, both with full cargoes of tea, 
for London. 

We hear that H.E. Comte Geoffroy, the new French Ministe

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS,

, SINGAPORE. 
Dates extend to the 10th June. 
May 3 arrivedon the 2nd June. 
OPENING OF THE COUNCIL. 

The session of the Legislative Council was formally opened 
by his Excellency the Governor, on the 3rd June. The attendance 
of the public was large, and a number of ladies were present. A 
guard of honour with the band of the 80th regiment were drawn 
up in front of the Hall, and as his Excellency alighted a salute 
was fired from Fort Canning, the guard presenting arms and the 
band playing “God Save the Queen.” His Excellency was received 
at the door and escorted up stairs by the Honourable the Colonial 
Secretary and the Honourable Colonel Phillips, commanding the 
troops, and took his seat at the head of the Council table. The Ho- 
nourable the Chief Justice, the Honourable Captain Innes, Acting 
Colonial Engineer and Surveyor General, and the Honourables 
Dr. Little and Thomas Shelford, then took the oaths and their 
seats as members of the [ezislative Council. After the new 
members had all been sworn in, his Excellency rose and addressed 
the Council as follows :— 

Honourable Gentlemen of the Leq'stative Council. 

“Tt affords me much pleasure to meet you again after an 
absence of twelve months from the Settlements, though I notice 
with regret that several of those gentle-nen who iu past years 
have shared in our labours with so much advantage to the Colony 
no longer occupy seats at this Council. 

“During my residence in Ingland I have had the opportunity 
of assisting in the settlement of some of those questions which 
occupied your attention in the courso of last year, and I have 
watched your proceedings with much interest. 

“T regret to find that the year has been characterized by serious 
riots amongst the Chinese population in Singapore, a settlement 
which has been free from such disturbances since 1854, I trust, 
however, that by the exercise of a vigilant supervision over the 
movements of this portion of the population, and a firm and 
judicious exercise of the powers with which the Government is 
furnished for the purpose, the settlement may be secured from the 
recurrence in future of any similar outbreak. 

“You will have been made aware by the accounts published at 
the commencement of the year how satisfactory is the financial 
condition of the Colony. ‘After the five years’ experience we 
have had of its financial resources, and the demands made upon 
them, we may feel satisfied that we are ina position to undertake, 
without fear of embarrassment, those measures of reform and re- 
organization more immediately necessary to the well-being of our 
large and varied population, which we have hitherto hesitated 
from undertaking on account of tkeir cost. 

“ Ofthe Ordinances passed last session ten have received Her 
Majesty’s confirmation and allowance, and four are atill under 
consideration. . 

“There will be laid before you to-day,— 
peti Bill to Repeal and Re-enact the Police Force Ordinance, 

“A Bill for the Survey of Steam-vessels, and for Granting 
Certificates to Engincers. 

“ A Bill for the Regulation of Ports and Harbours. 

“A Bill to Consolidate and Amend the Law relating to the 
Summary Jurisdiction of Magistrates. 

“Draft Bills for amending tho Penal Code Ordinance, 1871, 
and the Pawnbrokers’ Ordinance, 1871, are now under the consi- 
deration of the Secretary of State, and will be submitted to you 
later in the session. 

“Under instructions from the Secretary of State, Iam engaged 
in considering with the Judges of the Colony a scheme for the 
re-organization of the Courts of Justice, so as to afford increased 
facilities for the administration of justice in the Settlements, and 
I hope to be able to lay before you during the Session a measure 
to effect this most desirable object. 

“ At the transfer of the Settlements it was laid down that the 
military arrangements for garrisoning the colony should continue 
in force for five years, and as the termination of this period was 
approaching when I was at home, I was directed to consider and 
Yeport, in conjunction with officers of the other Government 
departments concerned, what arrangements should be made for 
effecting this object in future. After considerable discussion and 
inquiry it was decided that the most suitablo garrison for the 
Settlements was—1 European Regiment, 916 strong, and 1 
Battery of Royal poner, 103 strong, which it was estimated by 
the War Department would cost £91,595 per annum. 

“ During the time this arrangement was under discussion, it 
appeared to be the opinion of H.M.’s Government that the time 
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had arrived when the flourishing condition of the Colony would 
justify its being called upon to assume the whole cost of its mili- 
tary protection and defence. I am happy, however, to say that 
such representations were made on behalf of the Settlements, that 
it was at length agreed upon between the Colonial, War, and Trea- 
sury Departments that the Imperial Government should bear the 
cost of a portion of the garrison, which was estimated at £40,009. 
The decision finally arrived at was that this garrison should be 
maintained at Imperial expense, on condition that the Colony 
contributed a yearly sum of £51,595, and provided the troop 
with all necessary barrack accommodation. The Colony is alse 
liable to furnish at its own cost, such guards as it requires for 
Colonial purposes, and which the troops themselves are unable to 
supply. Some additional expense has been entailed by this, as it 
has been neoessary to organize a small body of police drilled and 
trained specially for this purpose, But on the other hand there ig 
a direct and immediate saving to the Colony of nearly £8,000 per 
annum on its military contribution. 

“The Secretaries of State for the Colonies have repeatedly 
urged upon this Government three subjects of the greatest im- 
portance to the welfare of the Settlements, and the Earl of Kim 
berley has now again drawn the egrnest attention of this Goveray 
ment to them ; they are— 

“The state of our prisons, and the inefficiency of their disci- 
pline and system of management. 

“The inefficiency of the arrangements for the care and treat- 
ment of our sick and leprous poor. 

“The insufficiency of the provision secured, and the limited 
efforts made, for the spread of education among the masses of tha 

eople. 

F «The sudden and, as it appeared, ungalled for action of the 
Madras Government two years since put an end to the Coolie 
emigration from that sth ie to this colony, and has caused 
serious injury to the agricultural interests of Penang and Province 
Wellesley. The Sccretary of State has from the first shown great 
auxicty to protect the interests of the colony, and repeated refer- 
ences have been made to the Government of India expressive of 
the desire of Her Majesty’s Government that no unnecessary 
impediment should be placed in the way of this immigration. 
From recent communications which I have had with the Home - 
and Indian Governments, I am in hopes that a settlement of this 
important question on a footing satisfactory to the Settlements is 
not now far distant. 

“Jt is satisfactory to me to be able to inform you that the con- 
tract for the erection of a screw pile lighthouse on the North 
Sands has been concluded, and that the materials for the work, 
and the engineer charged with its construction, have arrived, so 
that we may look for its completion at the close of the present 
session. : 

“T am sorry to say that I am not in a position to make any 
statement respecting the construction of the water works at 
Singapore, or the proposed railway to New Harbour, the Secre- 
tary of State not having communicated to me his final decision 
respecting them. : 

‘The abolition of the Hong Kong Mint having put an end to the 
receipt of any further spre of small silver coins from that 
source, it was decided to obtain them, as well as small copper 
coins, in future direct from home, and a quantity of the former 
has already been received, which scems to be much appreciated.” 

The following extract, translated from the Diario Manila, 
appears to be the only intelligence from Manila which has been 
afforded us for some time back of the operations of the Spanish 
fleet now occupied in blockading and subduing the Sultan and 
chiefs of the Sulu Archipelago, and in particular the Sultan him, 
self, who appears determined not to accept the terms offered him, 
This intelligence, although exceedingly meagre, shows plainly 
that considerable difficulty is experienced in pursuing the pirati- 
cal chiefs through the sinuosities of their island homes, and it may 
be questioned whether the Spanish will attain their ends without 
a considerable augmentation of their fleet and forces in that 
quarter. ‘Che stoppage of trade with Sulu bears: somewhat 
heavily on the resources of Labuan and other places in that di- 
rection; although, on the other hand, the suppression of the 
piracies of the widely-known Sulu sea-rovers is a desideratum. 
If the Manila press could afford us some particulars now and then 
as to the progress of events in that quarter, it would of course 
prove very interesting, and answer many inquiries among both 
merchants and seamen. : 

Recent letters from Mindanao, dated May 22, inform us that 
the Valiente and three gunboats have traversed the Sulu Archi- 

elago in various directions. In the port of Sulu they met 
EBM. steamer Nassau. The Valiente remained some days at 
the island of Tawi Tawi, where several vessels and prahus and 
houses belonging to the pirates on the south side were burnf, 
notwithstanding the many difficulties which hindered navigation 
owing to the number of unexplored creeks which intersect that 
island and render the principal lurking-places of the pirates 
almost inaccessible, ‘The northern portion of the island proper 
has been forsaken by the famous pirate Aluncaya Abubacal, 
owing, no doubt, to the havoc twice made last year by our men- 
of-war at his lurking-place. On the island of Cagayan, Sulu, 
the Valiente rescued a eaptive, a native of Paragua, whe had

IMPORTS. 

SHANGHAI.—Mannfactured Cotton Goods: The market had become 
rather inactive owing to the receipt of advices reporting some falling of 
in the demand at Tientsin. Theadditional settlements since the P. and 
O. mail of Grey Shirtings only amounted to 25,000 pieces at Tis, 1.8.6 
to 1.9.5 for 8.4 lb. chops, and Tis. 1.6.9 to 1.7.3 for 7lb. In White 
Shirtings and T-Cloths the further business had also been of moderate 
extent, prices of the former article showing a decline of 2 candareens 
per piece. For English and Dutch Drills a steady inquiry had conti- 
nued for Hankow, resulting in fair settlements at Tls. 3.0.5 to 3.1.0 and 
Tis. 2.9.7 to 3.0.2 respectively. No additional transactions had been 
effected in American fabrics of any description. Fancy Cottons had 
attracted more attention, and sales had been made to a larger extent. 
In Woollens, Camlets, Spanish Stripes, and Long Ells were somewhat 
dearer, and a good business had been done. 

FoocHow.—The following sales had been made during the week :— 
Grey Shirtings, 84 lbs., 1,000 pieces at $2.77 per picee ; 7 lbs., 1,750 
pieces at $2.25 per piece; T-Cloths, 7 Ibs., 3,200 pieces at $2.074 to 
2.75 per piece; 6} Ibs., 800 pieces at $2.05; 6 Ibs., 1,000 pieces at 
$1.95 per piece; Lead is quoted at $6} to 6% per picul cash, $7 to 74 
to teamen. 

Hone KonG.—Moderate transactions had been effected in Raw 
Cotton and Cotton Yarns upon easier terms, but the market for Mana- 
factared Goods and Woollens had been quiet, and settlements small.

TEA. 

Hanxow.—Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer, and Co.’s report, dated 21st 
May, says :—On the 14th inst. we had the pleasure to advise the open- 
ing, on the previous day, of our Tea Market, by the settlement of one 
parcel Ningchow. Only a limited buainess took place on the second 
day, not more than 9,000 half-chests and 2,000 boxes having changed 
hands. Since then, however, operations have been carried on on a 
much larger scale, settlements up to last night amounting to as follows : 
—Ningchow, 47,678 half-che-ts; 26,536 boxes. Oopacks, 63,317 
chests; 66,513 half-chests; 17,260 boxes. Total, 63,317 chests ; 
114,191 half-chests ; 73,796 boxes. Prices for the above have ruled as 
follows :— Ningchows, Tls. 30 to 44%; Oonfars, Tls. 27 to 34; Cheong- 
sow-kais, Tls, 26 to 343; Toon Shans, Tls. 264 to 35; Yung-low- 
toongs, Tis. 25} to 830; Ping-kongs, Tls. 22 to 254; Low-yougs, Tls. 223 
to 264; Lee-Lings, Tls. 224 to 24; Nip-car-szes, Tls. 183 to 21. As 
regards the crop, it is generally admitted to be a good one, the various 
districts, with one or two exceptions, showing an improvement on last 
year’s Teas. We confirm the remarks we made in our previous Circular 
with regard to the Ningehows and Cheong-sow-kais. The Oonfars, as a 
rule, are fally equal in quality, and we consider this class gives the best 
value fur prices paid. Yung-low-toongs and Toong-yongs we do not 
think so good, Ping-kongs, Low-yongs and Lec-lings on the other hand 
are quite as good. Up to date no Shuntam Teas have been shown. For 
quotations we can only refer you to the prices paid above. At the open- 
ing, attention was chiefly devoted to the finest kinds, and when these 
had been nearly all cleared off for Ruasian orders, a reduction fully 
equal to Tls. 2 took place in the finer Teas suitable for the English 
market. Medium kinds have been in good demand, and we make the 
market rather firmer for these descriptions. Total arrivals to date are :— 
Ningchow 62,675 half-chests, 34,536 boxes; Oopacks 88,317 chests, 
82, 137 half-chests, 25,260 boxes, Steamersin port arethe Agamemnon, Erl 
King, Gordon Castle, Parnassus, Hong Kong, and Galley of Lorne, and 
the rate of freight has been fixed at £5 per ton of 40 feet. The rates by 
the P. and O. steamer Deccan have been reduced, and are now £7 for 
45 days, £6 103. for 50 days, and £6 if over 50 days. 

SHANGHAI.—The market for New Season’s Tea has not been opened. 

FoocHow.—By this opportunity we have to report the opening of 
the Congou and Oolong markets, business in the former description 
having commenced on the 23rd May by the purchase of Paklings at 
Tis. 34.8 to 37.8 0.b., or some four to five taels over last season’s open- 
ing prices ; and the total quantity of this kind of Congou so far settled 
was roughly estimated at 10,000 chests. On the 25th May some 
4,000 chests, composed of Soey Cuts, Ching Wos, and Toong 
Hoong Tongs, had been taken at Tis. 27.3 to 36.8 0.b., or three 
to five taels over laét season, but the majority of buyers were 
holding off, and there was every indication of a fall in prices. 
Total arrivals of Congous to date (May 25) amonnted to 108,009 
chests, and it was considered that tha crop was on the whole 
superior to that of last season, especially in the case of Paklings aud 
Kuisow or Shumee kinds, which were richer in thecup. No report had 
been made of the scttlement of any Kaisows or Shumees, and the holders 
of these were asking Tls, 38.8 to 41.8 o.b. The settlement of about 
2,100 half-chests of Oolongs was reported at Tls. 31.8 for superior cargo, 
but particulars of the chops had not boen made known. These Teas 
were suppused to be for the English market. Scented Teas had not 
been shown. The steamer Malacca was engaged full at {£5 10s., iff 
she should make the pasvage in 45 days, £5 if in 50 days, and £4 10s. i 
over 50 days. The steamer Glengyle (in port) had been circulated at 
£4 10s. if under 55 days, and £4 if over 55 days. The steamer Canton 
(expected to arrive) has been circulated at £5 under 50 days, £4 10s. 
under 55 days, and £4 over 55 days. 

Formosa.—Latest dates from Tamsul report the commencement of 
business there by the settlement of 3,000 to 4,000 piculs of new leaf at 
rates $5 higher than those of last year. Choicest kinds were scarce but 
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finest and choice parcels were in fair supply. About 2,000 half-chests 
of these Ooloongs had already been shipped to Hong Kong to go for- 
ward to America by the first Pacific mail steamer leaving in June. 

Swatow.—Ooloongs in moderate quantity had been arriving at this 
port from the adjacent districts, and settlements to the extent of 6,500 
half-chests had been made at prices ranging from $12 to $38 per peiul 
according to quality. 

CANTON.—A quieter feeling had prevailed, and but a moderate 
business had been done, as operators had shown less disposition to buy; 
prices had ruled irregularly, but were not quotably lower. The 8.3. 
Tweed was loading for London at £4 per ton of 40 feet, and the ship 
Caermarthenshire was on the berth for the same place at £3 per ton. 


SILK. 

SHANGHAI.—Although the market for the new staple could scarcely 
be regarded as having fairly opened, about 150 bales of common Tsatlees 
of the new crop are reported to have been settled at prices ranging from 
Tls. 450 to 475, being about the equivalent of Tls. 500 for Red Pea- 
cocks. These prices were generally regarded as being high in view of 
the abundant supply anticipated this season, as well as the fact of the 
parcels that had so far come forward being of rather indifferent quality. 
With regard to old Silk there had been no additional business of im- 
portance to advise. 

Canton.—The later arrivals of the first crop showed no improve- 
ment in quality. Some fnrther contracts of Re-reels aggregating 1,000 
to 1,100 boxes were reported.

THE SUEZ CANAL. 

Messrs. Mogses and Mitchell, the London Transit Agents for the 
Suez Canal Company, have been authorised to publish the subjoined 
letter, addressed to them, in reply to an influentially signed memorial 
concerning the present change in the mode of levying dues :— 

“ Gentlemen,—Together with your letter of the 25th of June was 
received the memorial in which a certain number of English ship- 
owners make observations with reference to the new basis of levying of 
duties in operation since the Ist of July. We have communicated 
this memorial to the Administrative Council of the company. The 
shipowners state that the principle generally admitted for the levying 
of taxes and dues applicable to steamships is to grant a reduction for 
the space occupied by the engine, the fuel, &c., and they seem to 
think that the Suez Canal Company henceforth intends levying its 
dues on the total capacity of the steamers, and without allowing any 
deduction for the engine. This idea, however, is the result of an error. 
The principle which has guided the Administrative Council in the 
adoption of the new measure consisted in subjecting each ship to a 
duty of f.10, as often repeated as the ship is capable of carrying tons 
of goods—viz., ia basing the levying confurmably with the acts of 
concession on the capacity of the ships. The Council, moreover, has 
found out that it was necessary to increase, by 20 per cent. on an 
average, the tonnage inserted in the official British papers, in order to 
arrive as closely as possible at the exact capacity of the ships. After- 
wards, it has admitted, that from this total tonnage, an allowance of 
25 per cent. should be conceded for the space occupied by the engine, 
&c. Now, if we increase by 30 per cent. on an average the tonnage 
inserted in the official British papers, or gross tonnage, in order to 
obtain the total capacity of the ship, and if afterwards we deduct the 
25 per cent. from the sum obtained in order to allow for the space oc- 
cupied by the engine, we arrive exactly at the figure expressed by the 
gross tonnage. It is therefore for the purpose of simplification that 
the company has adopted the gross tonnage, after having found out 
that the number of tons expressed by the gross tonnage indicated as 
exactly as possible, and, asa rule, the capacity to be utilised in the 
ships. We now fairly ask the shipowners whether it is not true that 
the net tonnage inserted in the official ships’ papers is notoriously in- 
ferior to the real capacity of the ships, and whether it is not likewise 
true that the gross tonnage indicates, with an average exactness, the 
precise capacity of the steamers’ measurement, or the number of tons 
which the ships are able to carry. It is on account of these consider- 
ations that the Council of the company has made the decision of the 
4th of’ March, by which the new basis of the dues hag been fixed, and, 
these considerations atill prevailing, the new tariff remains unchanged. 
We do not disguise from ourselves the importance which this change 
must have for the shipowners, but these gentlemen must certainly ac- 
knowledge that it would be unfair that shareholders who were so per- 
severing and courageous as to endow the maritime community with 
this new means of communication should remain any longer without 
obtaining the reward due to them. We beg you tocommunicate this 
letter to the steam-shipowners in England. Please receive, gentlemen,

GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
HAMBvRG, July 8. 

The German Parliament is Closed, the Emperor at Ems, ‘ where,’ 
he said, ‘*I shallnot be annoy and insulted thisyear by M. Benedetti ;” 
Prince Bismark at his Tuaculum in Pomerania, and the members of the 
Federal Council are on the point of breaking up and going home for 
the holidays. In fact, it is the dead season, or what ‘‘ Kladderadatsch” 
irreverently calls the saure yurken zeit, or period of sour cucumbers, 
and, therefore, thereis but little going on in politics. The new Convention 
with France is the most important event of the fortnight, and in finan- 
celal circles the great topic of conversation is the forthcoming French 
loan, which it is feared, if raised all at once, ia likely to disturb the 
money market—in France from the drain of precious metals, and in 
Germany from a plethora of thesame. In the meantime the coining 
of the new currency goes on comparatively slowly, the quantity reported 
as ready on the lat of June being only 156,606,200 marks, in coins of 
20 marks each. Between that day and the 8th of the same month the 
mint at Berlin has turned out 4,702,820 marks ; that at Hanover, 
1,597,140 marks ; Frankfort, 2,059,020 marks; Munich, 966,660 marks; 
Dresden, 1,215,640 marks; Stuttgart, 577,540 marks; and Carlsruhe, 
260,000 marks; making together up to the 8th of last month—the 
latest official account published—a grand aggregat: of 167,975,020 
marks in 20-mark coins. The Bundesrath has now ordered that between 
the present time and the end of October the new gold 10-mark piece 
shall be coined in the proportion of one such piece for every five 20-mark 
pieces. Under these circumstances, and in this period of transition, it 
was a wise resolution to retain the old silver dollars that are still in cir- 
culation, though no more are to be coined; and as the new gold coins 
are also to a certain extent in circulation, we have at present in Ger- 
many a double currency, whilst we here in Hamburg are in the anoma- 
lous position of having four, viz., gol, silver, banco, and currency. 
Nothing is yet settled about the abolition of banco money, and it will 
probably be left to die a natural death when the new gold currency 
comes into operation, which will probably be in the course of next year. 
In the meantime, our sister city of Bremen has really put in execution 
her projected alteration of her currency by adopting the new system of 
gold marks and pfennigs, which came into operation on the Ist inst., 
when the transfer was much facilitated by the opening, on the same day, 
of a branch establishment of the Bank of Prussia, for which a special 
law was passed both by the German Parliament and the Senate and Bur- 
gerschaft of Bremen. The great novelty, however, is that the Bank of 
Bremen have already issued paper money in the new Imperial German 
currency, in the shape of Bank notes for 100 marks each. 

At the last sitting of the Burgerschaft of this city two measures of 
paramount importance for the interests of Hamburg were definitely 
settled. The committee of seven members appointed to investigate the 
urgent message of the Senate, for the concession to the new company 
that propose to construct docks and warehouses on the Island of Stein- 
werder—as mentioned in my last letter—read their report, and on the 
strength of their recommendation the House unanimously and uncon- 
ditionally accepted the Senatorial proposal. The other subject was the 
equally important message from the Senate to confirm the concession 
to the other company for the construction of docks, piers, warehouses, 
and a railway down to Cuxhaven, as far as the Hamburg territory was 
concerned. On this question the opinions of the members diverged 
greatly, some believing the execution of the project would be the ruin 
of Hamburg, whilst others maintained it would greatly facilitate and 
enlarge the trade of this city, when it was generally known that the 
Elbe was accessible and free from ice all the yearround. The committee 
had divided their report into four separate heads:—1l. The general 
subject of granting the concession; 2, The giving up to the 
new company the land belonging to the State required for the 
execation of the works; 3. The application of the law of expro- 
priation to enable the company to purchase private property at 
its real value; and 4. To agree to the subvention of 60,000 
thalers per annum for twenty years, promised by the Senate, but sub- 
ject to the consent and approbation of the Burgerschaft. The com- 
mittee recommended the unconditional acceptance of the first three 
subjects; and with regard to the fourth, to suspend its judgment 
for the present—without absolutely refusing its ratification—to see 
how the affair was likely to turn oat. After a lively debate the 
recommendations of the committee were all definitively passed. In the 
same sitting a motion was made and scconded to prevent members of 
the Sénate from taking an active part in land and building specula- 
tions; but as there was no law to prevent them from speculating in 
cotton or coffee, and it was therefore unreasonable to restrict their 
operations, the motion was rejected. 

Herr Stephan, the German Postmaster-General, to whose indefati- 
gable energy we are indebted for the many great improvements in the 
organisation of the Post-office departments, and more especially the 
late postal treaties with France, Spain, Portugal, Austria, Holland, 
and England, has just returned from Russia, where he has concluded a 
very favourable treaty with that Government. Whilst at St. Petersburg 
he agitated in favour of the adoption of a single rate of postage for the 
whole world, a proposal emanating from Germany—and of which I 
gave your readers sume particulars in a former letter. He found the 
Russian Government not disinclined to join the combination ; but there 
are at present some serious obstacles in the way that must first be got 
rid of, the principal difficulty being that the single rato of postage ut 
home is 10 copeks, whereas the proposed rate fur the whole world is only 
8 copeks, or 2} groschens, ‘or threepence sterling, or 9 kreutzera, 
or 80 centimes, Whilst on this subject I may mention the 
curious anomaly that the above-named gentleman, who is so 
studiously ready to be guided by public opinion and willingly to accept 
any practical improvement in his department, refuses, to the de- 
triment of his own budget, the proposal that has been made to him on 
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several 'sides,—and supported by the public press of this city and 
Berlin—to issue a postage stamp for oF groschens, which fs the single 
rate for letters from any part of Germany to Great Britain, the United 
State, and other countries. Here at Hamburg, where the great bulk 
of the correspondence is carried on with the above-named countries, it 
is considered a very great inconvenience, hardship, and loss of time. 
The last item may sound trivial, but it is an object of consideration for 
many houses here that send off daily a couple of hundred letters, and 
have the greatest difficulty in getting them ready in time for the post. 
The only means of prepaying such letters is by making use of at least 
two stamps, whereas one stamp of 24 groschens would ‘not only answer 
the purpose, but effect a great saving in the expenses of the post depart- 
ment—such saving being exactly one-half. 

The Post och Inrikes Tidningar of Stockholm announces in its official 
partthat a six months’ leave of absence has been granted to Herr B. A. 
Dickman, Consul at Rangoon fur Sweden and Norway ; and that during 
his absence the Consular affairs will becarried on by Herr Chr. Deetjon, 
merchant at Rangoon. 

Herr H. Schiff, the Danish Consul at Nagasaki, has resigned his ap- 
pointment, and his resignation has been accepted by Ministerial Decree, 
dated Copenhagen, June 29. 

The steamer Sylvia, belonging to the German Steam Company of this 
city, which in May despatched their steamer Atlanta a3 the pioneer 
of their line to China, was advertised to sail for the same destination ; 
but an accident having occurred to the machinery of the Rio, belonging 
to the Hamburg and South-American Steam Company, the Sylvia has 
been chartered by the latter, andis gone on her first voyage to the Bra- 
zils instead of to China, taking out the cargo that was on board the Rio. 
In the meantime their third steamer has been launched (she was built 
here), and is advertised to leave this port on the 15th inst. for Penang, 
Singapore, Hong Kong and Shanghai, via Suez Canal. She is called 
the Olympia, described as 1,700 tons burthen, and will be commanded 
by Captain Romkes. ; 

A very beautiful work of art has been on show here for a few days 
last week, being a shield of massive silver, ornamented with figures in 
high relief, a present subscribed for by citizens of Hamburg to General 
Werder, as a token of gratitude fur his brilliant achievement during the 
late war of taking Belfort, and obliging a French army of cighty 
thousand men to lag down their arms and take refuge on the neutral 
territory of Switzerland. The shield is about the size of the celebrated 
Achilles shield, designed by Flaxman, and presented to the Duke of Wel- 
lington after the battle of Waterloo. 

COMMERCIAL. 

The Tea market is quiet, business being limited to the execution of 
small local orders at former prices. Several cargoes of new Rice have 
arrived from Rangoon and Akyab, some of which were sold for 
delivery and a good part since, as it is offered at a moderate price. 
Among the former were 28,000 bags for arrival, as also 11,000 bags 
Necranzie, per J. W. Seterwall (since arrived), and 11,500 do. Bassein, 
per Dora (not yet arrived). Incleaned grain but little has been done. 
Cassia Ligneais rathor lower, and being offered at 9} to 10 sch. beo., 
the article attracted notice, and the market closes rather firmer. There 
is a slight improvement in Pepper, 7 to 74 having been paid for Singa- 
pore, 6} to 64 for Penang, and 134 to 14 for white. Among the mis- 
cellaneous articles 80 serons of China Flava have been sold, as well as 
20 chests of Vermilion, per Johann Anton, from Macao ; also 150 chests 
of China Galls, per Aline. In Spelter no transactions ; nominal price 
15 marks beo.

At last we have a new Cabinet. After much hesitation and wavering 
the Liberals have succeeded in forming a Ministry, and the following 
list was published on Saturday last by the Staats Courant :—

1 have no need to tell your readers that the new Ministers will have 
a very serious task before them. Of course it will be veryeasy to organise 
@ programme of all kind of measures of more or less importance, but 
I fear that if such a document is issued there will be more promised 
than can possibly be performed, and the practice, I think, may for once 
and on the present occasion be departed from with advantage. The 
whole nation is well acquainted with the questions which must be dealt 
with ;—the reform of our Colonial Government must no longer remain 
an idle word; our system of taxation must be altered; the flagrant 
shortcomings of our military system must be remedied ; and last but 
not least, the franchise (the right of voting) must be reorganised on 
principles of equity and justice. In addition ,to these indispensable 
measures there is still a good many old accounts to be closed 
up. With all this business in view it is satisfactory to know that 
the Ministers really mean work. The composition of the Cabinet 
has been 60 organised as to satisfy as much as possible both factions of 
the Liberal party, the “old’’ and the “advanced ” Liberals are both 
represented ; but the fact still remains that if allthe members of the 
Liberal party do not to a certain extent coalesce, there will be such a 
waut of combination as will greatly hinder the furtherance of: Liberal 
measures. There must be a common line of ection laid down, by which 
the majority can be united, and unless this is effectually carried out 
there it is much to be feared that the party will once more break to 
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pieces, a contretemps, which in the present position of affairs it is 
especially desirable to avold. Since the death of Mr. Thorbecke the 
Liberal party have resembled sheep without a shepherd, and it is 
very doubtful if these sheep have in themselves the instinct to rejoin 
their flock, in other words, there still remains a tendency on the part of 
Liberals and Radicals to engage in an internecine conflict, to fight their 
own battles, instead of uniting for the national benefit. And if this 

rty struggle is recommenced there is no other course left for the new 
Babinet than to leave the necessary reforms to sleep for a time, other- 
wise we shall be very soon in the toils of a new crisis, which undesirable 
consummation cannot be avoided unless our Liberals recognise the 
principle that government by party is now the only possible system, of 
which the very essence is that the members as a body should subordinate 
their own views to those of the majority. 

But even supposing that the Liberal party is so far united that it will 
be possible to carry one or more of the measures which I named, 
there remains yet another question which may easily become the stum- 
bling-block of the Ministry. That question is, Who will be the Pre- 
mier? It is quite true that Mr. de Vries was charged by the King with 
the formation of the new Cabinet, and that the Liberal leading papers 
have declared that he is the right man to fill the place of the late Mr. 
Thorbecke as Minister of the Home Department. But at the same 
time it is also a fact that he kas not accepted the Portfolio of Home 
Affairs, but only that of Justice—a department which has been brought 
into much discredit, because several men, equally eminent and talented 
with Mr. de Vries, have held that office, without introducing any reform 
in our Penal code, which is still that of the first Napoleon. On the 
other hand, Mr, Fransen van de Putte has entered the Cabinet, holding 
the very important position of Minister of the Colonics, and, looking 
back to his previous political career, I should wonder very much if 
there is not eventually a strugyle for the mastership between these two 
statesmen. If I am rightly informed it was just this question of prece- 
dence which caused so much delay, before the Cabinet was constructed. 
Another important man among the new Ministers is the Chiof of the 
War Department, Count van Limburg Stirum, with reference to whom 
I quite agree with those Liberal papers who say that a better Minister 
could not be found for the department he fills, Thoroughly liberal, 
loyal, and what is of still greater moment, quite independent of influ. 
ences from high quarters, we believe that we may reckon upun his iv- 
troducing a military system fully equal to the national requirement. I 
think it unnecessary to say anything about the other members of the 
Cabinet. Messrs. Brocx, Gericke, and Geertsema are well known and 
as well liked. Mr. van Delden, the Minister of the Financial Depart- 
ment, has yet to prove his ability. It is probable that the Second 
Chamber will meet a short time, notwithstandIng the tropical heat which 
prevails. There is one Bill in particular with which the members must 
deal as soon as possible, viz., that by which a li‘e pension is granted to 
the two daughters of Mr. Thorbecke of 4,000 guilders a-year. Of 
course it is not doubtful that it will not be carried. Money is being 
largely contributed to establish some sort of memorial in recognition of 
the eminent talents of the late statesman, but it is not quite decided 
whether to crect a statue, or to purchase the house in which he lived, 
and convert it into a public library, or to create a fund to provide 
talented but poor young men with funds to accomplish their studies. I 
think, however, that the statue alternative will be selected. 

The King has appointed Mr. J. H. Ferguson, the late provisional 
Governor of our possessions op the West Coast of Africa, Consul- 
General and Chargé d’Affairs for the Netherlands in China. This 
appointment is for four years, and Mr. Ferguson will leave Holland 
some time this montb. 

In consequence of Messrs. Van de Putte and Van Delden being ap- 
pointed Ministers, two seats in the Lower House have become vacant. 
The candidates for the vacancies are Mr. Blusse for Rotterdam, upon 
whom H.M. has conferred the order of the Netherlands Lion, and for 
Deventer, Mr. Van Bosse, who was lately appointed Minister of State. 
Both these gentlenen were, as you will remember, members of the 
former Cabinet. The King has also conferred the knighthood of the 
Netherlands Lion on Messrs. G. G. Van Harencarspel, Secretary of the 
Java Government, and on G. A. Pet, Government Engineer in Java. 

At the genoral meeting of shareholders of the Steam Shipping Com- 
pany, Nederland, held yesterday at Amsterdam, the following gentlemen 
were elected commissaries :—Messrs. E. Mohr, E. Fuld, C.J. A. den 
Tex, A. C. Wertheim, A.R. J. Cramerus, C. F. Quien, C. A. Crom- 
melin, Jul. G. Bunge, P. C. Loopuys, M. M. de Monchy, G. A. Tindal, 
P. H. Holzman. 

The formerly celebrated actor, Mr. A. Peters, died yesterday in the 
lunatic asylum at Delft.

RUSSIA. 


A commission has for some time been sitting at St. Petersburg, for the 
purpose of revising the statutes of the “ Russian Mercantile and Steam 
Packet Company,” which has hitherto received a considerable subsidy 
from the Government, besides having the monopoly of the goods and 
passenger traffic un the Black Sea. The commission has presented its 
report, and its recom mendations have an important bearing on commercial 
interests in Russia and her communications with the East, It cone 
siders that the establishment of a regular line of mail-steamers to dise 
tant Asiatic countrics would be too costly, besides being unnecessary for 
the present requireincnts of the country. ‘‘The position of Russia in 
this matter is different from that of several Western Statea, such as 
England, France, Italy, &c.; and the commission is of opinion that 
the only puint to be considered is the establishment of a perma- 
nent communication by means of steamers with Eustern Asia, chiefly 
for commercial objects.’ It therefore proposes thut the Governinent 
should repay “to all Russian steamcrs which proceed from a Russian 
port to China or Iudia, aid return thence with at least a half-freight of 
Chinese or Indian products, such us tea, cotton, &c., the tolls they have 
to pay in passing through the Suez Canal.” The object of the condition 
with regard to freight is stated to be that the Government wishes to pre- 
vent Rusgian ships from having any claim to repayment when they de- 
liver their goods in foreign ports, asin such cascs Russia derives no com- 
mercial benefit from the journey. ‘The above proposal will, of course, virtu- 
ally destroy the monopoly of the Company; und, a3 regards the postal 
service performed by its steamers in the Black S-aand the Mediterranean, 
the subsidy of 1,000,000 roubles (£130,000) hitherto received by the 
Company will be reduced by one-half from aud after the year 1877, the 
date on which its present convention will expire. The commission also 
recommends that a postal communication should be maintained with 
Constantinople at least twice a week.

A most interesting and powerfully-written record of the rise, pro- 
gress, and final fall of tae Communist reign in Paris, from the pen 
of the Abbe Lamazou, one of the few of his order who survived to 
relate their experiences of tho insurrection—has been translated 
by Mr. C. F. Audley, and published bv Mes<rs. Burns, Oates, and 
Co. The writer was arrested witnh Monsigneur Darboy and the 
other clerical hostages, but was fortunate cnough to escape being 
involved in the massacre, in which nineteen out of the forty con- 
fined in the prison of La Roquette perished. The narrative gives 
a clear and lucid account of the chief public acts of the Com- 
munists, and relates facts with ref¢retce to the doings of Ferré, 
Rigault, and others who were their leaders, which show that the 
extreme punishment with which their crimes were ultimately 
visited was by no means undeserved. The work has already 
passed through seven editions. 

The same publishers send us a drochure containing two essays, 
by Lord Robert Montagu, of which the first is written to advo- 
cate the advantages of referring International disputes to arbi- 
tration by the pen rather than the sword. The second and shorter 
essay is in the form of a letter to the newspapers, and is profes- 
sedly “A defence of the Commune,’’ but in reality consists of a 
series of arguments in support of the International Society, to 
which we learn with some surprise the right hon. author himself 
belongs.

THE BLUFF GARDENS AT YOKOHAMA. 

We have never had the satisfaction of sympathising 
more cordially with the views of our contemporary, the 
Japan Mail,than we have now in endorsing the sentiments 
expressed in it, on the occasion of the opening of the Bluff 
Gardens at Yokohama. This event, which took place on the 
last Sunday in April, was signalised by a flower show, which, 
for freshness, novelty, information,and thoroughly rational and 
intellectual enjoyment, may well excite the envy of the blasér 
visitors of our own Kensington and Regent’s-park Gardens, 
with whom it is to be feared satiety and languor have con- 
duced to make the tint of a ribbou, or the parterre on what 
Mr. Bouctoautt calls “ that part of the headdress which still 
retains the name of bonnet,” of more interest than the 
newest development of horticultural science. The influence 
of flowers is boundless. There may be, indeed there must be, 
some small minority of hard-headed persons, who misinter- 
pret being practical into being heartless, if we are not te 
disbelieve WoRDSWORTH’S creation :— 

The primrose on the river’s brim 
A yellow primrose was to him— 
And it was nothing more. 

We, who have often stooped to pick off a daisy—not with- 
out a sense of some wrong done (as Cuartes Lame has put 
it in another way), and who do not the less admire a corn- 
field because it is flecked with poppies and blue-bells— 
perhaps the finest moral lesson in the world, inasmuch as it 
shows how the garish and useless strut and push themselves 
among the “ bread-winners ”"—believe that there is no line 
in British poetry in which more devotion, or more sense, is 
condensed than by Porz when he speaks of 

Looking through Nature up to Nature's Gop. 

Nothing, in fact, appeals to the mind with a more simple 
aud touching, thongh forcible, plea for religion and faith 
than a flower. Its sprightly opening with the early morn, 
and its meek resignation to the night; its grateful 
odour to the sense, and its welcome harbour for the bee, 
mark the flower as essentially the missionary of nature—a 
missionary, too, whose doctrine goes straight to the heart. 
Among women’s names many of the most truthful—as Rose, 
Lily, and others—have been culled from the parterre, partly 
as describing their need of culture, partly the joy they 
diffuse around them. There are, we learn from the Japan 
Mail, some few ascetics in Yokohama who would close the new 
Botanical Gardens on the Sabbath-day. We will not be so 
profane as to hint that, with equal consistency, they should 
compel all their female relations to wear mourning on that day ; 
but we will express our sense of true devoutness so far as to 
remiod this minority—which we are glad to learn is very 
small—-that the most charming wild-flowers bloom on Sun- 
days as well as all the rest of the week beneath hedgerows 
full in bud. On one point we are at issue with the Japan 
Mail. The editor calls this Sabbatarian sentiment peculiarly 
“Scotch.” We cannot agree with him. The feeling is es- 
sentially monastic and misanthropic ; but, though it has oc- 
casionally, no doubt, obtained something of a hold on the 
Scottish people—through their having formerly suffered so 
much from persecution as to make them jealous of their habits 
still—it is certainly not to the most enlightened Scotchmen 
of the present day, the pioneers of civilisation in the Far East 
—and the men who honour with such deserved fervour the 
names of Burns and Scort, that we should look for bigotry 
or prejudice. If Providence had intended that the beauties of 
nature should be under an eclipse on Sunday, the sun would 
not rise, the birds sing, the corn ripen, o” man rest, on that 
day. The time has gone by, when men are to be told that 
susceptibility to the influences of nature, in her most attrac- 
tive form is inconsistent with devotion or religious duties. 
Do away with the “refreshment” stand by all means, we 
say with our contemporary ; but do not close the gardens, 
on any excuse, on Sundays or any other days in the year. 
The exercise the ramble through them will afford, is far 
more healthy than that gained by walking round a billiard- 
table ; the reffections suggested by the scene far more useful 
than those obtained by devoting the mind to the study, 
amidst breathless silence, of thirteen cardsand the trump. 
The influence of the female visitors is also very beneficial. It 
is too much the habit of young men in these communities, 
to consider it a bore to cultivate an acquaintance with their 
own countrywomen, and to stick to the bachelor amuse- 
ments of billiards, bowls, and smoking. Qn every account 
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THE INSTITUTION KNOWN AS “LLOYD'S.” 

Mr. Danson, the writer of several letters, which attracted 
much attention in the shipping and insurance world, has 
chosen an opportune moment for their republication in a 
collected and revised form. The whole train of his argu- 
ments can now be examined at a glance, and his subject is 
one of such paramount importance that the compilation of 
such valuable information—much of which will be new to 
many of his readers—is nothing less than a public service. 
Making allowance for a little extra vehemence of style here 
and there, and an occasional tendency to give argument the 
support of sarcasm—which invariably weakens, instead 
of strengthening, well-founded arguments, the author of 
the pamphlet is entitled to unreserved praise. His object is 
plainly set forth, and he never suffers himself to lose sight of 
it. It is simply the reconstruction of “ Lloyd’s,” so as to 
keep pace with the altered requirements of atime when the 
great bulk of underwriting business throughout the country 
has been absorbed by Marine Insurance Companies, and not 
more than one-third of the business of the country is trans- 
acted by private underwriters. Mr. Danson would have 
“Lloyd's” “a great national institution, rightfully holding 
and wisely using, all and more than all the powers it has 
hitherto, in effect, usurped.” If this be effected, “ Lloyd’s”’ 
may continue to be, what it is, the greatest joint-stock office 
for private underwriting in the world. We are informed that 
a conference has already taken place between some of the 
more active members of “ Lloyd’s” and one or two of the 
Companies, with a view to the modification of the attitude, 
of the society towards underwriters ontside. The 
effort thus made was merely tentative, and has, so far, 
proved abortive; but it indicates a readiness to deal 
with the subject, which needs but to be supplemented 
by a broader and more liberal view of the facts to lead 
to better results. The principal proposition advanced by the 
present author is, that the time has come when companies 
must be admitted as ‘“‘ members ” in the sense of the Act of 
Incorporation at “ Lloyd’s,” which was remodelled last year. 
The privilege of membership is not urged on any evasive 
system of economy ; it is proposed to be paid for at full 
current rates, and all that the companies require in return is 
that they should have a pro rata influence in the councils 
of the ancient society. “An underwriting member of 
“< Lloyd’s’ now pays £100 entrance fee and twelve guineas 
“as annual subscription. Let this be deemed equivalent to 
“ £20 a-year, and let a company paying £400 a-year have 
“twenty votes at general meetings and in the election of 
“committee men.” This is a candid and plain proposal, 
which we can see no valid reason for the committee refusing 
to entertain. But our author goes further, and suggests that 
it should be provided that not less than one-half of the mem- 
bers of the committee should be private underwriters, and 
that they should have a separaté sub-committee of their own 
to supervise the domestic arrangements of the society, and 
watch the interests of the private underwriters. If some 
such arrangement as this be not come to shortly, Mr. Danson 
predicts that “ Lloyd’s” “ will either shrink to the dimen- 
gions and the uses of a mere trade club, or will complete 
“ its existence aga miserable sham ; a notable example of the 
“fate that attends a too obstinate retention of forms not 
“ fitted for the age in which they are found.” 
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we wish the enterprise success, and we feel that the public 
of Yokohama, and the parents of young men who may be 
contemplating sending them there, will readily acknowledge 
a debt of gratitude to those who have initiated the “ hu- 
manising influence of flowers” and the society of ladies by 
the formation of the Bluff Gardens at Yokohama. 


ANTICIPATED RECEPTION OF THE JAPANESE 
EMBASSY IN ENGLAND. 

From the indifference shown by our officials towards the 
members of the Burmese Embassy and Panthayan Mission 
now in this country, parties interested in our relations with 
Japan are apprehensive that a similar apathetic reception 
may be given to the Japanese Embassy, which is expected to 
arrive shortly from America. It must be taken into con- 
sideration that this is, without exception, the most im- 
portant embassy that ever came from the Far East, and it 
behoves our Government, representing as they do the fore- 
most nation among the Treaty Powers with Japan, to stretch 
out the hand of friendship and hospitality in the most cor- 
dial manner to its distinguished members. Jwaxura the 
Envoy and his colleagues are not to be ranked with the in- 
ferior class of officials composing the Chinese Missions 
to Europe, whose members were mistakenly allowed au- 
diences of Her Masesty. These statesmen hold high 
rank in the Government, and have the confidence of their 
sovereign and legislature. Their mission is of more than 
ordivary diplomatic importance, for, besides the revision of 
the Elgin Treaty, they are especially commissioned to in- 
quire into the systems of Government and political institu- 
tions of the different States to which they are accredited. 
If we may judge by the reforms effected in the new consti- 
tution of Japan, inaugurated since the revolution of 1868, 
it is evident that the British Constitution has been the model 
from which they have copied. And shall it be said that old 
England is wanting in hospitality to the representatives of 
her maritime counterpart in the Oriental Isles of the Rising 
Sun! We hope not, and that not only our Government but 
the commercial bodies interested iu our relations with Japan, 
will give them a cordial welcome. Our cousins across the 
Atlantic have evinced the most praiseworthy desire to receive 
them with the highest honour, and it is a proof of success 
in entertaining and instructing their distinguished visitors, 
that the Envoy and his colleagues have made a sojourn 
already of nearly four months in the United States. It is our 
place in the comity of nations to make an equally favourable, 
if not a greater impression on the minds of these pioneers of 
Western civilisation in the East. It should not be forgotten 
that our Sailor Prince was received in the most friendly 
manner at Yedo, in agreeable contrast to his reception in 
Peking. Our Plenipotentiary, Sir Harry Parkes, was the 
first Envoy to whom the Mikado gave audience. Jt is for- 
tunate—if it has not been purposely arranged—that he is 
at present in England to aid Lord GranviL_e in negotiating 
the revision of the Treaty. In his hands British interests 
will not fail to have an able advocate, and if we are not 
mistaken he will impress upon his lordship the policy of 
receiving the Japanese Embassy with the highest honours 
and hospitality. 


Ir is announced that, in spite of the universal opposition 
displayed by the merchants and shipowners whose interests 
are affected by the increased tonnage dues on the Suez Canal, 
M. pe Lessrrs and the Directors hold to their determination 
to enforce the revised scale. Meanwhile, a telegram from 
Constantinople repeats the statement formerly made from 
the same quarter, that the Turkish Government regards the 
increased rates as contrary to the terms of the concession 
granted to the Company, and declines to sanction the altera- 
tion. The London agents of the Company have published 
the reply of the Directors to a memorial which was addressed 
to them, protesting against the increased dues, in the form of 
a letter, which appears in another column. 


The P. and O. Company’s paddle-steamer Delta, Captain 
Epmonp, which we have announced as intended for the Com- 
pany’s local service in China and Japan, left Southampton 
on Thursrday with the Bombay mails. She will proceed 
through the Canal to Bombay, thence to Hong Kong. 
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WE understand that Monsieur Larrien, the concessionaire 
for the up-river navigation of Saigon, has completed the pur- 
chase of four steamers for the service. The George Reed has 
already sailed, and will be followed, during this month, by the 
Saltee, Atalee, and Varco.

- The directors of the China Submarine Telegraph Company 
(Limited) have declared a further interim dividend of 3s. per 
share on account of the profits for the year ending June 30, 
1872. The directors of the British Indian Extension Telegraph 
Company (Limited) have declared an interim dividend of 6s. per 
share on account of the profits for the year ending December 31, 
1872. 

The annual general meeting uf the Union Bank of London was 
held on the 10th inst., when the report was adopted and a dividend 
as previously announced, at the rate of 15 per cent. per annum 
for the six months, with a bonus of 24 per cent, was declared. 
The net profits for the half-year were £129,611 15s. 9d., making, 
with the amount carried from previous account, £161,560 17s. 3d. 
After payment of the dividend and bonus, a balance of £41,560 
178. 3d. will be carried forward. It was announced that the di- 
rectors intend to calla meeting in October, when they will pro- 
pose the issue of 10,000 new shares, at the price of £30 per share, 
or £15 premium, in the proportion of one new share for every 
eight shares held by the shareholders on the register on the 30th 
September. £15 per share will be added to capital, making a 
total of £1,350,000, and the rest to the reserve fund, raising it to 
£450,000. 

The report of the directors of the Consolidated Bank for the 
half-year ending June 30 gives the net profit available for dis- 
tribution at £43,073 183. From this the directers propose to pay 
a dividend at the rate of 8 per cent. per annum, and to place 
£32,000 to the reserve fund (which will then amount to £66,000). 
At the meeting of the Alliance Bank, the directors will recom- 
mend a dividend for the past half year at the rate of £6 per 
per annum ; adding £20,000 to the reserve fund. 

A dividend of 10 per cent. per annum is recommended by the 
directors of the United Discount Corporation, a balance of 
£4,106 11s. 7d. being carried forward. The directors of the 
Ouvah Coffee Company report that after paying all expenses, and 
the interim dividend last February, an available balance remains 
of £8,769 13s. 9d., and a further dividend is recommended of 4 
per cent., making 7 per cent. for the year. 

At a meeting of the Edinburgh Chamber of Commerce the 
subject of the proposed increase of dues on vessels passing 
through the Suez Canal came under discussion. The chairman 
explained that he had received a communication from the 
Chamber of Commerce of Newcastle and Gateshead asking the 
Chamber to co-operate with them in objecting to the increase, 
and a motion in accordance with the request was proposed and 
carried. The Glasgow Chamber has also resolved to take action 
in the matter and express its opinion in general terms that, in 
levying the increased rates, the Canal Company are exceeding the 
terms of their concession. 


THE BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade returns for the month of June show an 
increase in the declared value of exportations of £1,365,382, or 
more than 7 per cent. over the cotresponding month of 1871, and 
more than 19 per cent. over 1870; but the course of business has 
been marked by variations, the cotton shipments presenting 
decrease of 3 per cent. in value and 5 per cent. in quantity as 
regards yarns, and of about { per cent. in value and 8 per cent 
in quantity as regards the more important item of manufactured 
goods. Woollen yarns likewisa figure fora diminution in value 
of 30 per cent., and the shipments of haberdashery exbibit a 
falling off of 6 per cent., and those of earthenware of 4 per cent. 
The most important items on the favourable side are coals, which 
show an increase of 53 per cent., iron and steel 24 per cent., 
machinery 2] per cent., hardware 18 per cent., and silk manufac- 
tures 8 per cent. As regards the importations of the month, the 
arrivals of wheat have been 2,559,448 cwts., valued at £1,594,284, 
against 2,453,851 cwts., valued at £1,468,647, in the correspend- 
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ing ssuth: of last year; and that of other grain the value 
taken has been £1,863,044, against £1,684,052. Of cotton we 
have imported 1,191,270 cwts. valued at £5,233,965, against 
1,016,717 cwts., valued at £3,426,732, in the corresponding month 
of last year. The total value of exportations during the first 
six months of the year has been £119,603,804, showing an increase 
of 17 per cent. on the corresponding half of 1871, and 23 per 
cent. on that of 1870.
